Sir: 


In accordance with the request of the Director, I have the honor to present herewith a 
brief account of the operations of this Department during the Fiscal Year ended June 30th, 1886. 


The result of the year’s work has been very satisfactory. The Standard Dollar Silver 
Coinage is the largest ever produced at this Mint. 


To meet the pressing demands for other denominations of coin, which were in addition to 
the quotas for Standard Dollars, required ceaseless endeavor on the part of all employed in the 
Department. 


There was received during this period about 38 1/3 tons of Gold, 1337 1/3 tons of Silver, 
and 6 tons of minor coin metal, a total of 1381 2/3 tons, of the aggregate value of 
$66,220,903.88. 


The total number of pieces struck of all denominations was 24,997,460, of the value of 
$27,660,039.40 — averaging a coinage of over two millions of pieces per month. 


During the year there was specially prepared for sale to numismatists the following proof 
coins.

Upon requisitions furnished by the Medal Department, 863 Medals were struck, of which 
54 were gold — 432 Silver and 377 Copper-bronze. 


At the close of the fiscal year the rooms of the department were thoroughly cleaned and 
painted, and the machinery overhauled, all necessary repairs made and the plant of the 
Department put in effective order for the increasing work of the new fiscal year.
